Wo 
undoratand that 28 pirates havo, 
bovn turnod over ta Genoral Lau 
Ohim-pak, who has alroady had 
thom marched up to tho firing 
lino and shot. This is all to the 
good, for tho reason that thoro 
aro known to be quite a numbor 
of native launches stolen and 
takon away for predatory pur- 
posos, Now-a-days, and cspocial-

Yoar, ovory launch is o suspoct 
in tho Wost River if secon 
without a towing job, or cruising 
aimlossly around. 

At Kumohuk tho pdssongors 
boats mooting stoamors have an 
armod guard on board to provent 
any apiriting away of passongors 
having boon kidnapod  oftor 
leaving the San Ning and San 
Nom Hoi. Tho lattor’s officors 
and guards woro recently abla to 
concontrate their firo on tho 
pirates and chaso thom away, 
howovor. Tho distance from 
shoro to ship is not ovor 200 foot 
asa rulo, but tho bandits mako 
for tho opposite bank half a milo 

away in some direction,

Tho Amorican 
attitude is oloarly hinted at in 
sovoral recont roforonces, namely 
that thoro oan bo no cancollation 
undor any circumstances. This 
will probably mean a special 
arrangemont whoroby the burdon 
will not bo felt too heavily by 
the dobtor. As rogards the 
Fronch dobt to Britain, there is 
tho principle onunciated somo 
two yoars ago, in tho communi- 
cation known as tho Balfour Noto, 
which commits. us to tho policy 
that wo shall tjot oxpoct moro 
from our Allios and from repar- 
ations than will onable us to pay 
tho dobt to Aqerica, which is

Sudan Decision.

Of much 
fmportanco is the project fora big 
Sudanoso forco officorod by 
natives of the country. Evontual- 
ly wo should soo tho croation of 
dopartmonts entirely run by tho 
people of the Sudan, with tho 
British influonce’ dirooting no 
moro than tho foreign policy of 
the country. This somowhat 
resombles tho caso-of Egypt, and 
wo can seo how little of a happy 
rosult has como about in that 
instance. Porhaps tho new idea 
for tho Sudan ié dictated by 
nocossity. In ony caso it. will 
croate o distinct authority 
ontiroly scparated.from Egyptian 
influence, and in this’ way is a 
roply to tho claimy by’tho faction 
in Egypt which dosiros to goo that 
country united with tho Sudaneso 
administration. to? the oxtont of 
Egyptians oxorclsing influonco in 
place of tho British. “Eventually 
wo aro presumably to havo an 
illustration. of Sudan for 
tho Sudanoso, gnd provided 
tho rulers of tha soytborn 
torrltory do not contrive 
to ally thomsolves. with the 
Egyptian agitators, thera should 
dawn for the Sudan s poriod of 
prospority and ‘progrods, with a 
futuro placo of influence in 
intornational mattors. :
